[Text] In a special broadcast transmitted by Radio Mali, and devoted 
to the historical genesis of the distressing conflict in the Western 
Sahara, and to peaceful perspectives for a negotiated solution after the 
meeting of the ad hoc committee of the OQAU at Monrovia, it was clearly 
stated that in May 1974, Mali was ready to offer part of her territory 
to be used as a “training camp for the POLISARIO Front in its struggle 
against Spanish occupation forces.” 


The aim of this imformation was to make it clear to international public 
opinion, and particularly to African public opinion, that at other times, 
in other places and under other circumstances, Mali, ever loyal to the 
principle of popular self-determination, contributed, however modestly, 
to the struggle for national liberation from the yoke of colonialisn. 


We flatly deny the biased interpretations given to this news by the 
foreign press under the headline of POLISARIO Front Training in Mali 
Territory.” 


Although we hope that those who have Africa's best interests at heart 

will be able to distinguish between “information” and “misinformation,” 

we must warn them against those who specialize in biased interpretations 

and campaigns to deceive the public, and whose sole objective is to 

increase the number of points of tension in Africa and to destabilize | 
the continent for the purpose of protecting unacknowledged and unacknowledge- 

able interests.

ZAMBIA SEIZES SA WINE--Lusaka--Zambian customs authorities have impounded 
10 000 cases of South African wine at Lusaka Airport and are investigating 
how it got to Zambia, Government sources said yesterday. Wine in Zambia 

is one of the scarcest luxury commodities of all and, when available at 
hotels and restaurants, fetches prices from about $15 to $50 a bottle. One 
Lusaka hotel sells glasses of imported South African wine at about $3,50 a 
glass from bulk stocks it has imported. The impounded wine was believed to 
have been flown into Lusaka by chartered aircraft that, the sources said, 
made five flights from South Africa at a cost of more than $24 000 a trip. 
The wine could be resold by the importer, who has not been identified, in 
case lots for as much as $500 000.

DETAINEES IN MOZAMBIQUE--British authorities are negotiating the release of 
six whites and at least 40 blacks who are still being detained in Mozambique, 
sources confirmed last night. Rhodesian sources said yesterday inquiries 
were also being made into the release of several Coloureds and Asians. The 
source would not say how many people were involved nor would he release 
their names, On Monday sources in Salisbury said two white Rhodesians were 
expected to be released in the next few days. Our Bulawayo correspondent 
reports that one of the men, Mr Keith Williams (29), was abducted from the 
Filabusi area five months ago. Mr Williams, an electrician, was abducted 
with two other men while they were working on an electrical fault near 
Pangani mine on August 26 last year. There has been no news of the two 

men who were with Mr Williams--Mr Rightwell Phiri (50) and Mr Leonard Masulu 
(25). The second man who may soon be released is Mr T. Peating (50), who 
was taken from the Inyanga district.

LOSERS AND WINNERS IN AFGHANISTAN CRISIS

[Text] With its intervention in Afghanistan, the USSR has violated, of 
course, the sacro-sanct international laws on respect for the independence 
and the integrity of other countries. But it did not upset the geo- 
political balance of the world. 


Indeed, Afghanistan was thought as lost to the West for a number of years. 
The massive presence of Soviet troops does not change significantly the 
real factors of the problem. And when Jimmi Carter declares that this 
Soviet intervention constitutes the most serious threat to peace since 

the end of the second World War, he knows that his credibility will not 
be established easily. The crisis in Cuba was more important. In that 
instance, Moscow was directly threatening the security of the U.S. In 
Afghanistan, the threat is very distant, and Carter will not send a 
single GI over to die for Afghanistan. What, then, are the reasons for 
the present escalation, this prelude to the Cold War? 


First ofall, there is what can be called the electoral] vu'nerability of 
certain Western leaders. The events of Iran, and particularly the hostage 
situation,benefited Carter more than they hurt the U.S. The American 
leader projected a serene and firm image to his fellow citizens, an image 
worthy of the president of the foremost world power able to face important 
crises. His popularity increased. 


In France, Giscard d'Estaing invited George Marchais and Francois 
Mitterrand to the Elysee palace. Confronted by such danger, national 
unity must be strengthened... around the leader, and thus increase his 
popularity, The other Western leaders limited themselves to recalling 
their ambassadors in Moscow for consultation, to show their concern. Thus, 
the next elections can be awaited with confidence, provided the escala- 
tion lasts. 








Other beneficiaries of this escalation are the "monopolies of war." 

They are the huge trusts which manufacture weapons. The end of the 
Vietnam was was a catastrophe. They used to provide armaments and muni- 
tions to the 500,000 U.S. soldiers fighting over there who "consumed" 
hundreds of tons in record time. In the Middle East, Arabs and Jews 
were also the kind of nice people who were killing each other while 
providing full employment for the weapons factories. However, Sadat 

and Begin signed a peace agreement. Then, for a brief moment, it was 
believed that the Africans would pick up the gauntlet, But they are now 
evidencing a "bad" tendency: they wish to turn to peace, even in 
Rhodesia. Could this mean that the "monopolies of war" will become 
bankrupt? No, they could actually give a boost to the market by pre- 
serving escalation through the mass media they control. 


The only loser is the Third World. It could actually be tempted to enter 
this death dance and sink its meager resources into it by purchasing 
sophisticated weapons. Pakistan is beginning to move in this direction. 
India, therefore, will not remain indifferent. 


Eventually, another armaments race will awaken the latent selfishness 

of the rich countries. Their security will, naturally, be considered 
more pressing than the abolition of hunger and misery in the Third World. 
The North-South dialog, in which the same words are beginning to mean 
the same things, will become meaningless. 


Finally, this escalation, which would perforce entail the strengthening 
of the various blocs, is a serious threat to our young independence: 
anyone who feels threatened would, of course, wish to rely on one's 
friends and keep then. under stricter tutelage.

MASS YOUTH MOVEMENT REJECTED--The National Federation of Catholic Students 
in higher institutions (Pax Romana) has called for the rejection of any idea 
of a mass national youth movement in view of the different ideological 
orientations of the various political parties. This was contained in a 
resolution adopted at the end of the four-day twentieth annual conference 
held at the University of Ghana, Legon at the weekend. The association 

also called for the rejection of any ideological base for the National Youth 
Council (NYC) stressing that different parties might have diverse ideological 
orientations which would mean that the proposed youth movement might have to 
adjust itself or decide to be in conflict with the ruling government at any 
particular time.

PASSPORT CANCELLATIONS--Twenty of the 107 persons who have been stripped of 
their Ghanaian citizenship by naturalization have surrendered their passports 
to the Immigration Division of the Ministry of the Interior. Announcing this 
in Accra yesterday, a spokesman for the Ministry said the passports surren- 
dered came from Lebanese and they would be sent to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs for cancellation. He said, meanwhile, those affected would appear 
before a committee set up by the Government to go into their cases. Five 

of the number have already filed a writ at the Supreme Court challenging the 
decision to strip them of their naturalization. They claimed that the action 
would render them stateless since they had already ¢“enoum ed their former 
citizenship as a pre-requisite of their acquisition of citizenship by 
naturalization. On January 3 this year, the Ministry asked the 107 persons 
to report by yesterday at the Ministry of the Interior with their passports.--

RADIO BROADCASTERS ON STRIKE--Transmission on both internal and external 
services of Radio Ghana was broken for nearly four hours following a sit-down 
strike by the workers yesterday. The workers, from almost all departments 

of the Ghana Broadcasting Corporation, were protesting against the long delay 
in the signing and implementation of a collective agreement which they claimed 
had been shelved for over 20 months by the management. A spokesman for the 
workers also demanded an overall review of the corporation's salary structure 
which, he said, had become out-dated, The strike action was called off after 
Dr J.W. de Graft-Johnson, Vice-President and Dr J.S. Nabila, Minister of 
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Information and Presidential Affairs, had a close door meeting with the 
workers’ representatives and the management led by Mr Charles Asiuor, the 
acting director-general. Dr de Graft-Johnson, later appealed to the workers 
to call off the strike while the management looked into their grievances for 
immediate solution. Management later announced that the new collective 
agreement would be signed on Friday, January 18, on which date the workers’ 
back-pay entitlements would also be paid in bulk. [Text] [Accra GHANAIAN

MINISTER'S ANSWERS REQUESTED--Three parliamentary minority groups yesterday 
handed a note to the Acting Clerk of Parliament asking him to make arrange- 
ments for the Minister of Trade and Tourism, Mr F.K. Buah, to appear before 
the House to answer certain questions relating to issues falling under his 
Ministry. The groups are the Popular Front Party, the Action Congress Party 
and the Social Democratic Front. Mr Kwaku Baah, the PFP parliamentary leader, 
told a press conference at Parliament House in Accra that the action was in 
accordance with Article 92 of the Constitution of the Third Republic. Mr 
Baah, who is also PFP member for Nkawkaw, said in all, ten questions had 
been listed to be put before the Minister. These touch on the circumstances 
under which the Nigerian Government granted the people of Ghana “one million 
naira" worth of goods, the list of items granted and how the items were 
distributed. Other questions to be asked are how many import licences had 
been issued since the PNP Government took over, the beneficiaries of these 
licences, and a list of goods the licences cover. The group also intended 
to demand answers to the number of trade delegations that had been sent out 
since September last year, and how those delegations were constituted.

CONTRACTOR RECLASSIFICATION--The Government has set up a five-member commit- 
tee to examine the issue of re-classification and registration of contractors 
in the country with the view to weeding out the unscrupulous ones. Dis- 
closing this in an interview in Accra yesterday, the Minister of Works and 
Housing, Col David Zanlerigu said the committee had been charged to ensure

Mr K.K. Asante, Deputy Minister 
of Local Government, Co-operative and Rural Development, said there was a 
clear indication that the establishment of the unit had been of great gain

IMPROVEMENT IN ARMED FORCES--President Hilla Limann has assured the nation 

that it is the intention of his Government to rebuild the Ghana Armed Forces 
to the level where it would be the envy of the whole of Africa. The Presi- 
dent, who was addressing soldiers at the Uaddara Barracks in Kumasi yester- 
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day, told them that his visits to Army units in Accra and elsewhere made him 
aware of the feeling of the personnel: that in the past a number of the 
soldiers had been negiected. The Government, he said, would do all it could 
to ensure that areas of friction within the Ammd Forces were removed forth- 
with. He, however, appealed to the officeys to make it possible for the flow 
of ideas between the Government and the military to be enhanced. The Presi- 
dent pointed out that such frequent interchange of ideas between the Govern- 
ment aid the military was the surest way by which the Government would know 
the problems facing the Armed Forces and find immediate solutions to them. 

He urged the soldiers not to aliow rumours and selfish intentions to distract 
them from the proper pursuit of their career.

CHIEFS RAPPED--The President has expressed grave concern at the alarming rate 
at which chiefs have become involved in the reckless dissipation of moneys 
paid to them as royalties as well as compensations for stool lands. He also 
deplored the like manner in which moneys earmarked for development projects 
in the traditional areas were handled. Dr Hilla Limann was addressing the 
National House of Chiefs in Kumasi yesterday as part of his tour of the 
Ashanti Region. Another issue which the President found disturbing and 
touched on was the practice among some chiefs, in the recent past, to turn 
contractors overnight without the requisite expertise and knowledge for 
undertaking the projects awarded them, This, he said, tended to leave a 
stain on the dignified institution of chieftaincy. Dr Limann, therefore, 
asked chiefs to preserve the importance of the institution by striving to 

be the symboi of incorruptibility, justice, fairness, respect and dignity. 
The President called for a review of unprogressive customs that affect 
marriages and burials in the Ghanaian society. He promised that Government 
would, however, be ever ready to come to the assistance of the institution 
whenever the chiefs collectively required it to do so.

PNP MEMBER SUSPENDED--The Central Committee of the People’s National Party 
(PNP) has stated that the suspension imposed by the party on Mr Dan Lartey, 
a member of the Central Regional Committee of the PNP, is still in force 

and that he could not participate in any activity of the party. ina press 
release issued in Accra today and signed by the acting Central Regional 
Chairman of the party, Comrade T.K. Appiah, said that it was with some 
surprise that “we learnt from the report in the 5th January 1980 issue of 
the "Daily Graphic’ that Dan Lartey was going to contest the chairmanship 

of the party in the Central Region to be held on the same day at Cape Coast.

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FISH SHORTAGES--The Mankoadze Fisheries, one of the nation's major deep sea 
fishing companies in the country, has blamed the shortage of fish in the 
markets on the inability of the Prices and Incomes Board to come out with 

a revised price list commensurate with the recent increase in the price of 
petroleum products. In an interview with the deputy managing director of 
the company, Mr David Hammond at Tema yestrday, he pointed out that the 
situation had resulted in the company's cold stores being chocked with large 
quantity of fish. He observed that the country was presently falling victim 
of its bureaucratic bottlenecks. The "Graphic" which contacted Mr Obeng's 
office at the Ministry of Trade was directed to Mr A.K.M. Djentuh of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. Here, it was learnt that the Government would come 
out with a new price list by the beginning of next week. Mr Djentuh said 
work had nearly been completed on the issue and that it was pending the 
approval of the Minister of Agriculture, Dr E.K. Andah. He admitted that 
the delay in the issuance of the new price list had caused the ‘shortage’ 

of fish and assured that the Ministry was working fast to stem the situation.

INCREASED ALLOCATION EXPLANATION--The Ministry of Finance yesterday explained 
that the allocation of (40,939,000 to the office of the President in the

the President. Originally, the office of the President had been allocated 
with ¢€4,062,000.

EARNINGS FROM GOLD--Ghana is expected to earn not less than 200 million 
dollars within the next 12 months from the present sharp rise in the price 
of gold if the present trend continues. In an interview with newsmen, the 
deputy managing director of the Ashanti Goldfields Corporation, Mr Quarshie, 
attributed the current rise which now stands at over 600 dollars an ounce to 
a number of factors. These include unwanted petro-dollars, international 
crisis and uncertainties in the monetary system. He regretted that Ghana 
could not take maximum advantage of the sharp rise in view of low production. 
Mr Quarshie disclosed that the country's total gold production now stands at 
around 600 thousand ounces as against over 900 thousand ounces in 1965. He 
predicted that the present trend is likely to continue and for the country 
to obtain optimum benefit it should set an annual production target of about 
two million ounces between now and the next decade. To achieve this target, 
Mr Quarshie called on the Government to formulate a long-term mining policy 
especially r the gold sector.

EXILED BCP MEMBERS’ RETURN--Gaborone--Three senior exiled Basutoland 
Cong.ess Party members in Botswana would return to Lesotho within a week, 

a spokesman for the trio said in Gaborone yesterday. They are Mr Tseliso 
Makhakhe, Mr Koenyana Chakela and Mr Pelesana Mofelehe. Mr Mofelehe said 
that an unknown number of other party members would also be returning to 
Lesotho shortly. The return of the men was a result of a meeting of the 
three and the Lesotho Minister of Foreign Affairs, Mr Charles Molapo, in 
Mozambique last month, he said. The meeting resolved that: The three be 
granted general amnesty to enable them to return to Lesotho; On their 
arrival in Lesotho General Elections would be held and a national government 
formed; They would be allowed to continue their normal political activities. 
He said they would be “going back as true leaders of the BCP” and people 
should no longer create confusion by referring to Mr Ntsu Mokhehle, exiled

RESULTS OF LABOR UNION ELECTION 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 14 Dec 79 pp 4-5 


[Text] Joy reigned yesterday at CGTR [General Confederation of Labor of 
Reunion] through faces were drawn with fatigue: first the election day, 
then the long watches of the night during which the results were being 
transmitted one by one, progressively confirming CGTR's clear victory, 
then a morning of more waiting to know the official, definitive results, 
and the distribution of seats: all this accumulated weariness was swept 
away by the size of the margin of victory. 


Fifty-five percent of the vote went to the four labor sections: industry, 
commerce and services, agriculture, and miscellaneous. CGTR too, 22 out 

of the 32 seats these four sections counted: 12 out of 16 in Saint Denis, 
and 10 out of 16 at St Pierre. These results show, if it were necessary, 
according to CGTR's secretary general, Bruny Payet, during a meeting of the 
county council of Possession, that "CGTR is the union organization enjoying 
the greatest confidence of labor." For a demonstration, the workers them- 
selves took the occasion of the elections to produce the most outstanding 
effect. 


There it is, proof of “the greatest confidence of labor,” but it is also 

an illustration of their will to see their interests even better defended, 
and for this they have turned massively to the CGTR and placed it far in the 
lead. 


CGTR got 16,634 votes, 55 percent of the ballot. (12,111 votes in St Denis, 
57.8 percent, and 4,523 votes in St Pierre, 48.7 percent). 


CFDT [French Democratic Labor Confederation] got 6,502 votes, 21.5 percent 
of the ballots cast. (3,945 or 18.8 percent of the vote in St Denis and 
1.433 or 27.5 percent of the vote in St Pierre). 


CFTC [French Confederation of Christian Workers] got 3,946 votes, 10.5 
percent of the ballot cast (2,386 votes or 11.4 percent in St Denis, 1,560 
votes or 16.8 percent in St Pierre). 


Labor Party got 3,161 votes, 10.45 percent of the ballots cast (2,512 votes 
or 12 percent in St Denis and 649 votes or 7 percent in St Pierre).

CFTC got 1.079 votes or 13.67 percent of the ballots cast (778 votes or 
12.83 percent in St Denis and 301 votes in St Pierre). 


Labor Party (who had not presented candidates in St Pierre) got 728 votes 
or 9.23 percent of the ballots cast.

CGTR got a total of 1,560 votes or 51.6 percent of the ballots cast (1,036 
votes or 52.35 percent in St Denis and 525 votes or 50.19 percent in

CFTC got a total of 1,766 votes, or 16.40 percent of the ballots cast 
(916 votes or 14.39 percent in St Denis, and 845 votes or 19.32 percent 
in St Pierre). 


Labor Party, finally, got a total of 1,595 votes, or 14.85 percent of the 
ballots cast and 845 votes in the percentage cast [as published] (1,060 


votes or 16.65 percent in St Denis and 535 votes or 12.24 percent in St 
Pierre).

Imprisonment Described

ZANU (PF) rebels, who were detained in Mozambique, yesterday 
described how they were held for months in underground prisons 
before they were handed over to the Frelimo authorities. 


They said they were 
imprisoned in pits 
20m long, 6m wide 
and between 3m and 
4m deep. The pits 
were covered by logs 
and a small hole was 
left through which 
prisoners climbed 
down by ladder. 


After the prisoners 
went in, the ladders were 
removed, said Mr Rugare 
Gumbo, the group's 
spokesman 

He said the detainees, 
including himself. were in 
these pit prisons when 
Rhodesian security forces 


attacked a base camp on 
July 3 1978 

“Fortunately, they hit a 
different part of the camp 
and so we survived,” Mr 
Gumbo said 

Some of the rebels said 
they encountered worse 
conditions in Mozambican 
jails and had sometimes 
to depend for clothing on 
other prisoners who left 
clothing behind when they 
were released. 

Mr Gumbo said at one 
time they shared a cell 
with four Rhodesian whites. 
They lost contact after 
the ZANU (PF) rebels 
were handed over to the 
Mozambique authorities. 

He could not say what 
had happened to these 
prisoners. “We are still 
seriousiv concerned about 
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the safety and state of 
some of our detained col- 
leagues who remailaocd in 
the underground prisons,” 
he added. 

The men said they were 
supplied with the clothing 
they had only hours be- 
fore they were brought to 
Rhodesia, and they did not 
know who had donated it. 

They said they would 
describe more fully their 
living conditions when 
they hed settled down. 
Yesterday they were still 
going through immigra- 
tion formalities.

The Governor has come in for strong criticism from parties

Although the Commonwealth Observer Group has no executive or administrative 
power in this country it would be foolish to underestimate the good or harm 
it could do here. 


It is a disparate group, with its membership heavily weighed in favour of 
third world countries. Because of this its activities will be looked on 
with reservation, not to say suspicion, in many quarters, 


On the face of it, of course, most members of the group are well qualified 
for their role, and it has been emphasised that they are not here as repre- 
sentatives of their governments, That to some extent is reassuring. 


Yet one cannot but wonder if their ideas and experiences of what constitutes 
a free and fair election will necessarily coincide. 


The chairman, Mr Dayal, did nothing to improve the group's image when he 
spoke about his talks with the Governor, Lord Soames. In the published 
report he gave the clear impression that he and his team had arrived with 
some preconceived ideas about the role of the auxiliaries. 


Perhaps this was a result of the briefing he had been given by the Common- 
wealth Secretary~General, Mr Shridath Ramphal, whose impartiality is suspect, 
to say the least. 


Let us hope that as the observers come to appreciate the realities of the 
situation they will adopt a more objective approach and devote themselves 
to such equally important issues as the ceasefire violations by ZANIA and

[fext7 To understand the reconciliation of Sao Tome and Principe 

with Gabon, although everything inclines it toward Angola and the other 
closely related countries, one must study the situation which presently 
prevails in the two islands which cover 840 and 120 km respectively, 
and have a population of 180,000 inhabitants. 


The peasant uprisings which broke out last August on the plantations 

are characteristic of the economic difficulties and political dissensions 
which led to the fall of former Prime Minister Miguel Trovoada. The 
popular census, which was conducted with the cooperation of the United 
Nations, unintentionally played the role of catalyst. 


Minister Daniel Daio found himself disarmed andinjured by the peasants, 
then forced to return to the city on foot. Mrs Maria Rosario, minister 
of public health, and former secretary to the president, received blows to 
the head, while other officials were called to account by the angry rural 
populace. This grave series of disturbances caused the fall of Miguel 
Trovoada in mid-October. Defense Minister Daniel Daio effected the arrest 
of his indomitable adversary from the "rectification movement" of the sole 
party, the MLS-TP [Movement for the Liberation of Sao Tome-Principe/, 
historically based at Libreville. 





On Saturday, 15 December, the curtain fell on this dismal affair. The 
president of the revolutionary tribunal, at that point, Mr Alberto Iau 

Chong (who will soon be the first ambassador to Libreville) condemned 

about 30 of the demonstrators to prison terms ranging from 6 to 18 months 
with no possibility of release. The purges inherent in Mr Trovoada's disgrace 
affected at least one victim, Teofino Torres, secretary of state for com- 
merce, industry and fisheries--a triple ministry held by the former prime 
minister. But it seems that the public unrest was not stilled for all of 
that, since the People's Assembly finally decreed that the presidential 
elections would be postponed for 6 months. 
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Since the minister of social development and the environment, Flavio 
Quaresma Pires dos Santos was unable to explain the “hole” in the post 

and telecommunications finances, he left his ministry to become ambassador 
to Lisbon; while the president's brother, Henrique da Costa surrendered 
his post as minister of agriculture to the chief of state last year. 


All of these shake-ups occur logically in all regimes; however, some 
observers persist in believing that these changes and this dissatisfaction 
denote a general malaise in the country; in our opinion, economic con- 
siderations, which we will explain in more detail in a third article, take 
precedence over internal political differences. 


Whatever it may be, the Sao Tome Government has always had the ability 

to maintain close ties with countries such as France, the United States 
and the European Economic Community, although by preference it is more 

inclined toward Luanda, Havana and Moscow. 


The flirtation with the Soviet Union has, undoubtedly, been rather 
unsatisfactory. Miguel Trovoada's official visit to Moscow in November 
1976 produced meager results: a list of agricultural equipment and military 
trucks which is out of proportion with the tremendous Soviet capabilities. 


On the other hand, communist friends have installed a radar station on 
one plantation, which has been seen by visitors, and which would cover 
@ radius of 1500 km. The Russian retreat to Equatorial Guinea favored 
the birth of the idyll; stability in Angola worked in the opposite 
direction. 


Luanda, figurehead of the Sao Tomian policy, is struggling with her own 
internal difficulties, and can only furnish an armed contingent--a sort 
of all-risk insurance against a possible "invasion attempt.” The Cuban 
propaganda is effective; in any case, it justifies their presence. 


If there are any doubts about popular pressure for a reversal toward 
friendship with Gabon, and for withdrawal from "splendid isolation," 

an economic analysis of the country at least proves that Sao Tome leaders 
must modify their expectations.

[Excerpts/ III. Economic Realism or Ideologic Intransigence? The 
economic development of Sao Tome and Principe has undergone highs and 
lows since its accession to independence. 


Roughly speaking, export products occupy 30 percent of the total area, 
while food products occupy only 6 percent. Such an "extroverted" economy 
causes an imbalance on the foreign exchanges. According to the FAO, 

in 1975, food products represented 30 percent of the total Sao Tome imports, 
an anomaly in a country whose vocation is essentially agricultural. 
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Cacao, coffee, copra, and palm nuts are the principal crops. However, 
the fall of cacao, following decolonization, then its slight recovery, 
have just been t by an unusual dry spell: the experts believe 

that the 1979-1 season, in April-May, will bear the marks of this 
bad weather. Furthermore, the setback of cacao on the vorld market will 
not settle the growers' affairs. 


Besides, the epidemic of swine fever which struck the livestock this 
year has increased the scarcity of animal protein in the country. This 
is why the Fokker-27 with the national colors regularly carries a cargo 
in the amount of 21 tons per month. 


To combat the shortage of animal proteins, the authorities have also 
establisheda plan for raising broilers, but we have not been able to 
identify their origin. In the field of agriculture, the Dutch Government-- 
which is abundantly supplied with cacao--sent two agronomists and two 
veterinarians to test the acclimatization of dairy cows. These efforts 
are praise Worthy because they slow down the drain on the currency. 


Without going into a recital of the aid supplied bilaterally by coun- 
tries such as the United States, France, the German Democratic Republic, 
China, and North Korea, it is interesting to note the assistance from 
international organizations. 


The Arab Bank for African Economic Development (BADEA) has agreed to a 
loan of $5 million (1 billion CFA) repayable in 12 years, at the end of 
@ 3-year deferment, at an annual interest rate of 6 percent, in addition 
to a gift of $4 million in specie and products. 


The African Development Fund (ADF) has also contributed to the improve- 
ment in cacao growing by financing in the amount of $9.35 million (1.80 
billion CFA); these two operations being made under the direction of the 
Ministry of Agriculture which is now headed by Manuel Pinto da Costa. 


The United Nations is setting up a comprehensive program based on four 
principles: increased production, improved distribution, reduced food 
dependency, and assurance of full employment. According to the experts, 
an annual investment of $10 million would be necessary to develop this 
country. The amount of assistance from the United Nations, which ve 
published earlier, far from reaching these totals ($1.432 million in 


1977). 


Finally, we cannot pass over in silence the substancial assistance 
which Sao Tome has received from the European Economic Community. The 
EEC has a permanent representative on the island, Mr Giorgi, an Italian 
engineer. In fact, food aid from the EDF for 1979 is as follows: 400 
tons of wheat flour, 650 tons of white rice, 50 tons of powdered milk, 
and 200 tons of butter (butteroil). 
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The EDF has intervened in various other sectors: reclamation of coconut 
Pilz oil plantations, glass factories, road maintenance, expansion of 
bespital facilities, classroom construction and technical training. 
Pinally, the most recent project, in cooperation with Gabon, and 
Equatorial Guineas (formerly blocked by Neuema Masie) is fishing in the 
Gulf of Guinea which is now on the right track. 


It is obvious that Sao Tome and Principe have the means to extricate 
themselves from this “viscious circle of underdevelopment.” Sympathetic 
attitudes (even conditional ones) are not lacking. Only one question 
rem., 2s: will economic realism triumph over ideological intransigence?

WHEN TWO of the country’s 

most able judges suddenly 
resign while they are still 
young and fit, it is cause for 
the gravest concern. Because a 
judgeship is a prestige position 
that no-one would give up light- 
ly, and so resignation almost 
certainly means serious dissat- 
isfaction. 

And when a country’s judges 
start becoming disillusioned, 
then one of the basic pillars of 
the nation-state is crumbling. 

Mr Justice Anton Mostert 
and Mr Justice Mervyn King 
have not made public their rea- 
sons for resigning. But there 
can be little doubt that Judge 
Mostert's resignation is related 
to the way he was treated after 
his disclosures about the Infor- 
mation scandal; his confronta- 
tion with the Prime Minister 
and the way he was stripped of 
his commission and replaced 
by the Erasmus Commission 
It is also pretty obvious that 
Judge King’s resignation has 


something to do with a judg- 
ment he had to sive last year 
in a Group Areas Act case, 
when he made it quite clear 
that he had a conflict of con- 
science in dismissing an Indian 
couple's appeal against an evic- 
tion order. 

But it appears that the disil- 
lusionment may go further 
than these specific issues. 
There seems to be a general 
dissatisfaction over the Gov- 
ernment’s attitude towards the 
judiciary, and in particular 
over some appointments to the 
Bench. This was epitomised re- 
cently by the appointment of 
the former Attorney-General of 
the Cape (and member of the 
Erasmus Commission), Mr 
Braam Lategan, to the Cape 
Supreme Court. It was in con- 
flict with the important tradi- 
tion of appointing judges only 
from the Bar and not from the 
civil service, but the Minister 
of Justice, Mr Alwyn Schie- 
busch, overrode objections 
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from the General Bar Council 
and went ahead. 


And behind all this, of 
course, lies the longer story of 
how over the years the execu- 
tive has steadily taken more 
and more arbitrary powers to 
itself, bypassing the courts and 
diminishing the role of the judi- 
ciary. 


Thus one can imagine a slow 
growth of disillusionment, until 
something occurs as a last 
straw. If that stage has been 
reached with two judges, are 
there perhaps others not far 
behind?

CISKEI AGRICULTURAL PROJECTS--King Williams's Town--The Ciskei Government

While we note that the British used the differences they found in our so0- 
ciety to divide us further in order to use us in their empire building, 
we cannot afford to retain the differences they encouraged. They were 
here for their own good first and foremost. We must grow out of politi- 
cal shortsightedness and build a rightful role on the international 
arena. 


This cannot be done when we are divided. It can only be done when we learn 
to tolerate one another and respect the equality of human beings. We do 
not need further lessons as to what can happen to us if we ignore this. 
Failure to realise this will only be tragic.

MOBUTU ADDRESSES LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL ON STATE OF NATION

["Full text" of Zairian President Mobutu's message to the nation, on 4 Feb- 
uary on the occasion of the opening of the extraordinary session of the 
Legislative Council] 


[Text] Kinshasa, 4 Feb (AZAP)--Fellow companions of the revolution, poli- 
tical commissioners, people's commissioners, state commissioners, your ex- 
cellencies the ambassadoraand heads of diplomatic missions, fellow citizens 
and militants: As scheduled, here we are at the appointment we set up for 
Monday, 4 February 1980. It is a real pleasure for me to address all the 
militants of our national party, the Popular Movement of the Revolution, on 
the occasion of the extraordinary session of the legislative council which 
Opens today. As I promised on 5 January during the ceremony of the tradi- 
tional presentation of New Year wishes, I will try, as best as I can to make 
a general survey of the situation prevailing in our country and evaluate the 
health bulletin of our revolution, organ by organ and sector by sector. I 
will also touch on some burning aspects of the international situation in 
the last quarter of the 20th century. After examining the situation, I will 
draw certain conclusions arising from it: at the same time I will make some 
specific recommendations which will henceforth direct all our actions. 


By virtue of article 50 of the constitution, the president of the republic 
must deliver, at least once a year, a general policy address to the legi- 
slative council and I am complying with this provision today, to some extent. 
I could have adhered strictly to the spirit and letter of the aforementioned 
article 50 which does not provide anywhere that the whole nation should be 
represented as it is today. But you will easily understand that owing to 
the importance of certain points I will tackle, all the vital forces of our 
country should be represented here today and taken as witnesses. This is 
because for me, the year 1980 is the year of the last chance and a decisive 
one for our country. In 10 months time, that is on 24 November, the second 
republic will be 15 years old. For we Zairians primarily, what is the 
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significance of this? I say Zairians primarily for the simple reason that 
anything which affects our country directly or indirectly concerns us first 
of all. [sentence indistinct] 


It is no secret for anyone that presently, Zaire is one of the African coun- 
tries about which people like to talk--and in all circumstances. Somehow, 
this seems to me a very good thing because the constant attention foreign 
observers continue to give us simply means that our country is not a coun- 
try of no great significance. We are obliged to play a really great role 
within the international community. To be able to play this role, we must 
begin by fully asserting ourselves within our country. That is why, during 
our revolutionary march, we regularly impose upon ourselves a period of pause 
and reflection in order to assess our results. 


Fellow companions of the revolution, political commissioners, people's conm- 
missioners, state commissioners, your excellencies the ambassadors and heads 
of diplomatic missions, fellow citizens and militant: |[passage indistinct] 
There is no doubt, however, that we have achieved great things of which we 
must be proud. To be sure, our country was not greatly favored by happiness 
and prosperity during the period starting from our accession to independence 
up to the year 1965. After my assumption of power, Zaire made significant 
progress from 1965 to 1973, that is for 8 years. Our country added its name 
to the honors list of the emerging nations. First of all, the authority of 
the state, which had been completely eliminated, was reestablished and in- 
posed throughout our country. A program of precise actions was then prepared 
following an equally precise diagnosis of the situation prevailing at that 
time. An iron discipline was immediately imposed on all the wheels of the 
State machinery and the results immediatedly began to appear. [few words 
indistinct] We succeeded in restoring order. On the ashes of ethnic divi- 
sions and fratricidal wars, we patiently restored peace and unity and thus 
created a veritable nation with all its attributes. Faced with a shaky 
economy and disrupted finances, we successfully achieved a very rapid eco- 
nomic growth and created a sound national currency and finances. This was 
the beginning of a lucky period which was marked by numerous economic and 
social achievements. I would not like to enumerate them because you are all 
aware of them. It was also the beginning of a period of hard, patient and 
methodical work of reorganization, training and equipment of our armed for- 
ces upon which our security and the defense of our territorial integrity de- 
pend. in short, our country achieved a series of successes in all fields. 
Zaire had therefore made a good start. Aware of this fact, we launched 

in 1970 the well known slogan: Objective 1980 [Zaire's proposed year of 
full economic takeoff]. Our party militants, who are generally conscious 
citizens, commented on this slogan, each in his own way. 


As far as we are concerned, this is » deadline we consider quite reasonable 
and which we decided upon as the tim for us to economically and socially 
raise our country to the highest possible rank among the nations of the 
world. At the time we launched this slogan, we had every reason to hope that 
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the objective would be attained. We must frankly recognize the fact that 

the path that today lies ahead of us is still very long (?but this should 

not make anybody) believe or make others believe that absolutely everything 

is in a bad way in our country. For almost 3 years, I busied myself on the 
preparation of the Mobutu plan [sentence indistinct] In fact, the train of 
the Mobutu plan is now completely on the rails. On 27 August last year, 

the International Monetary Fund finally approved the economic and financial 
stabilization program which our country must implement until 31 December 

this year in order to emerge from the tunnel. We have begun to implement 

it. You know, on the other hand, that there can be no sound economic stab~- 
ilization without the relaunching and growth of production, which imply 
considerable financial means. Still in this connection, the results achieved 
during the November 1979 conference held in Brussels with all our foreign 
partners give us real reasons for hope. Here, I cannot fail to pay tribute 
to the praiseworthy efforts made by all the countries concerned to insure the 
final success of the plan which bears my name. The countries are: Belgiunm-- 
which we appointed as the coordinating country--the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many, Canada, the United States, France, italy, Japan and the United King- 
dom. We must also mention the assistance of Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and the 
United Arat Emirates. I will also not forget the international organizations 
which did their best to assist us in this great enterprise: i am referring 
to the International Monetary Fund, the World Bank and the EEC Commission. 
[few words indistinct] For almost 7 years now, the economic and social 
balance of many states has affected us, particularly as far as the realiza- 
tion of our various development programs is concerned, 


Think about all the international monetary crises, the irreversible escala- 
tion of the prices of petroleum products and the continued degradation of 
the terms of trade between our countries and the industrialized natons. Think 
about the armed aggression we faced twice and in two consecutive years. 
These are some factors which all serious-minded observers must always bear 
in mind. [few words indistinct] I want to make it abundantly clear that 
when I sometimes publicly denounce certain (?countries) or organizations, 
it is not at all with the intention of personally sawing off the branch on 
which I am sitting and of thus justifying all those who want to make people 
believe that our country should be concemned. The simple fact is that I am 
not a man who expresses self-satisfaction. I believe that constant self- 
criticism, however self-damaging it may be, must be the permanent concern 
of all responsible leaders. 


All countries have once faced serious problems including political organi- 
zation crises, problems of economic stability, social malaise as well as 
problems of security and the exercise of state authority. The fact that 
people in other countries do not perhaps talk about them as courageously 
and clearly as we do here does not at all mean that these problems do not 
exist there. I have made this clarification--which I consider of capital 
importance--in order that people may stop considering us as our own per- 
secutors, as they sometimes do. 
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Fellow companions of the revolution, political commissioners, people's com- 
missioners, state commissioners, your excellencies the ambassadors and heads 
of diplomatic missions, citizens and militants: Zaire, our country, is 
experiencing a world situation of which it would be vain and even dangerous 
to ignore the realities. I would like to quickly mention certain aspects of 
this situation. Of all the problems which constitute matters of concern 

for our present world, I would personally like to highlight two: 


l--The persistent dangers of war and the resultant general atmosphere of 
insecurity. 


2--The energy problen. 


When one observes the world day after day, one is worried by the general 
atmosphere. An analysis of the present situation makes one shudder. The 
escalation of violence and intolerance continues to worry even the coun- 
tries less directly concerned by all the conflicts now tearing up certain 
countries. Everybody knows that in the present world, a general armed con- 
flict would spare no one especially when it is between the [words indistinct]. 
Therefore, we cannot but note with regret the levity with which certain 
leaders of our modern states have been playing literally with fire. In this 
connection, I would like to mention the case of Iran with its taking of 
American hostages in contempt of all elementary rules of good conduct. In 
the long run, it seems that despite the condemnations, everyone has finally 
become reconciled to the situation whereas this sort of behavior is not 
justified by any philosophy, political morality or religious principle. 

Once again, Zaire is anxious to add its voice to those of numerous other 
countries in order to call on the Iranian authorities to quickly regain their 
reason. Even at the time men lived in caves, the great merit of these 
primitives was precisely the fact that each man knew at least the limits 

of his cave. 


Iran is not the only matter for concern; there is also the Afghan problem. 
The situation must created there by a superpower is most dangerous. [few 
words indistinct] We believe that no state in the world has the right to 
take advantage of its enormous destructive capabilities to (?invade) de- 
fenseless countries and thus automatically create an atmosphere of general 
insecurity and tension. To be sure, all those who are now engaged in a con- 
test over this affair should have been more attentive since we know that 
Afghanistan's case is not the only one in the world. Now that we are faced 
with an accomplished fact, it is good that we should ask ourselves what 
could be the result of all the retaliatory measures envisaged as a reaction 
against this invasion. Similarly, one has the legitimate right to ask one- 
self what the real objectives of the [words indistinct]. Being a country 
which is interested in the maintenance of peace and which has often been 
threatened with destabilization and considering particulardy its geopoli- 
tical position in Central Africa, Zaire is anxious to know more about this 
problem. 
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On the other hand and as far as current African problems are concerned, 
Zaire is following with keen interest the development of the Namibian 
problem. In this regard, our only hope is that after Rhodesia, Namibia 
will this year join the independent and free nations of our continent. Fel- 
low citizens and militants, the energy problem constitutes another matter 
for concern. You have all followed the escalation of the price of oil, which 
has become increasingly unbearable since 1973. In this regard, no rule of 
solidarity between those who make the law and those who are subjected to 

it seems to be really effective. The Third World countries are again the 
first to bear this heavy load. This is very serious. In view of this sit- 
uation, the only possible solution for a country like ours with abundant 
natural resources is for us to define a good energy policy once and for all. 
On close analysis, the energy problem in Zaire should finally be considered 
a false problem « .ce we know that our country has a considerable quantity 
of all sorts of renewable and non-renewable energy resources. As far as the 
renewable resources are concerned, we have considerable hydroelectric po- 
tential estimateaiat more than 540 billion kilowatt-hours annually, that 

is about 32.5 percent of the total African reserves and about 8 percent of 
the annual potential hydroelectric energy production of all the earth. 

This is what enabled us to think of building the Inga Dam. Considering the 
prohibitive oil prices, what would now be the fate of all the industries 
established in Kinshasa and Bas-Zair region if we had not realized this 
important work of art? Another renewable resource at our disposal is the 
immense forwst of more than 122 million hectares whose timber we have been 
using as firewood for a long time. Considering its abundance and diversity, 
this also constitutes an important energy reserve. 


Finally, we also have within our reach solar energy sowe of whose special 
applications would perfectly suit our rural areas. As far as the non-renew- 
able resources are concerned, we must mention ofl, asphaltite and bituminous 
schist which exist in appreciable quantities in our country. Therefore, by 
the end of this year, the Department of Energy must define all the elements 
of the energy policy which Zaire must henceforth adopt if we really want 

to save our country from the whims of the foreign market. 


Fellow companions of the revolution, political commissioners, people's com- 
missioners, state commissioners, your excellencies the ambassadors and heads 
of diplomatic missions, fellow citizens and militants: After this survey 
of these two aspects of crucial current world problems, | will now engage 
in a more detailed examination of our internal situation. I would like you 
to follow me attentively so that everything may be definitively clear to 
you. To make my statement very clear, I intend to deal with this topic 
section by section. Since charity begins at home, I will begin by myself 
in my capacity as founding chairman of the Popular Movement of the Revolu- 
tion and president of the republic. Om 24 November 1965 and together with 
some comrades in arms, we took the serious decision to retake the reins of 
the state apparatus from those who have failed in their mission. And I 
became president of the republic and head of state. In my maiden address 
on 12 February 1966, | unilaterally decided to remain at the head of the 





country for 5 years in order to change the course of its history. It was 
only in 1970 that the people elected me for the first 7-year mandate. You 
will remember that if I had not insisted personally at that time, the people 
would not have accepted the principle of a presidential election. According 
to unanimous public opinion, this was because the gigantic task I accomplished 
during those 5 years was appreciated by all the Zairian people. However, I 
believe that it was still necessary that the people, who had once had con- 
fidence in me, should explicitly renew this confidence. And this was done. 
I am reminding you about these events in order to make you understand clear- 
ly [few words indistinct]. What constitutes the strength of a leader is 
precisely the confidence his people have in him and which no trick could 
replace. 


Throughout the 15 years I have been at the head of our country, I have de- 
manded a great deal of effort from my people who have always followed me by 
accepting a lot of sacrifices. A veritable understanding was thus created 
between them and me. Therefore, I need not look for any other protection 
than the one accorded me by all the Zairian people. Moreover, I am the 
founder of the popular movement of the revolution. Therefore, there is no 
interpreter more qualified than I and who can understand the real scope of 
the movement's doctrine which is precisely Mobutism, chat is my ideas, 
lessons and actions. This is why I announce to you that the special pro- 
visions contained in article 110 of the 9th chapter of the constitution and 
which only concerns the founding chairman must be abolished. If this is not 
done, I will finally run the risk of giving the impression that | am above 
the laws of my country. There is no doubt that in my capacity as head of 
state, it is normal that my people should give me particular consideration 
Henceforth, however, all this must be done in a spirit of the equality of 
all before the law. I have always said that there is no senior or junior 
citizen in Zaire. I should also like to be the first to support this truth. 
However, there is one provision which, I think, should be maintained. It is 
the one mentioned in article 71 of the constitution which relates to the 
duration of the legislature. The only difference is that this provision 
will not concern especially the founding chairman but any president of the 
republic as he is defined in our constitution. In fact, in accordance with 
article 4, the chairman of the Popular Movement of the Revolution is the 
guarantor of the national independence and of the country's territorial 
integrity. In this capacity and in accordance with the same article, he 
must also insure the correct functioning of all the organizations of the 
Popular Movement of the Revolution. 


It is therefore only logical that the constitution gives him other necessary 
powers to accomplish his mission. And each time the supreme interest of 

the nation is threatened by a certain state of affairs that crops up within 
the Popular Movement of the Revolution, the president of the Popular Move- 
ment of the Revolution and president of the republic should be in a posi- 
tion to put it into order [few words indistinct]. 








In the hierarchy of the organs of the Popular Movement of the Revolution, 
the poiitical bureau no doubt appears to be the most important organ. In 
fact, it is on this organ that the task of inspiring, directing and deciding 
what is in the interest of the whole nation falls. The history of the poli- 
tical bureau is full of such wise and judicious decisions that it has taken 
to let the revolution always move forward: resorting to authenticity; the 
condemnation of the 10 plagues; the recovery of our peasant's real name; the 
constant search for our economic indenendence, and so on. [sentence in- 
distinct] What is the situation today? Why is it that in the opinion of 

our militants, there is no unanimity as far as its credibility and revolu- 
tionary activities are concerned. For such an important organ of the party, 
members who comprise this organ should like Caesar's wife, be above suspi- 
cion. Without trying to find scapegoats, if we think about it well, we 

will find that we have been victims of the system we set up for choosing 
members of the political bureau--that is, the system of election. 


In an election anybody can be chosen. It is the electorate, the master of 
the game, who appraises the candidate according to the qualities attributed 
to the candidate. An anachronistic situation is therefore created--a situa- 
tion in which I, as president of the republic, have sometimes had the impres- 
sion that I am more managing director than head of state during certain 
meetings of the political bureau. This is wrong! That is why I think that 
henceforth the choice of political commissioners should be left at the dis- 
cretion of only the founding president of the Popular Movement of the Revolu- 
tion and head of state, who will appoint members of this important organ ac- 
cording to specific criterion like competence, credibility and militance. 
After all, this is what we were doing before 1977. 


In other words, I have decided that i. 1982, when the present mandate of 

the elected political commissioners comes to an end, there will no longer 

be elections to the political bureau. Article 59A of the constitution should 
accordingly be amended. Article 59 of the constitution also provides that 
political commissioners are by right people's commissioners. This accumula- 
tion of functions is what we are no longer going to tolerate. Henceforth, 
one is either a people's commissioner or a political commissioner or a magi- 
strate, but not all at the same time. 


Each senior official should really be made to feel responsible for a speci- 
fic organ so that each one will know his place and role to play in a de- 
finite field of action. [sentence indistinct] Our (?objectives) must be 
achieved at all cost, and we must win this challenge. 


I will now touch on the legislative council. To be honest, we must pay a 
fitting tribute to our people's commissioners for the great work they have 
accomplished so far. Personally, I have nothing to say against the work 
that our parliamentarians have set themselves to, rather conscienciously. 
The parliamentary enquiries, the cat calls, [few words indistinct] for the 
good conduct of the state's affairs, [few words indistinct;. 








It was I who, through the reforms I announced through my s,°ech of 1 July 
1977, allowed the legisl:tive council to carry on its work at ease [few 
words indistinct]. That is why we have this atmosphere of free expression 
which makes our parliament today one of the parliaments that has nothing 

to envy in its counterparts elsewhere. My only concern in doing this was to 
place the legilsative council really at the service of the people. 


Unfortunately, I must warn you about the (?parliamentary circle). In fact 
some of you would like to use the parliament not as a means of serving others 
but as a means of serving yourselves, that is to say you use it as a forum 
for exposing your personal bitterness and taking revenge. (71 am referring 
to) what happened during the recent interpellations for example where a 
commissioner of the people rose to the dais and gave lessons on morality and 
the good management of public affairs. He was addressing a state commission- 
er. After verification it was found out that the commissioner of the people 
concerned was an employee of the department of the state commissioner he 
questioned ana that he had been dismissed by the state commissioner. We 
also learn that the same commissioner of the people represented a commercial 
firm which had not benefited from the favors of the department of the com- 
missioner of state who was questioned. [words indistinct] the interpellation 
itself is like revenge. 


This does not bring honor to the legislative council. [sentence indistinct] 
Still in reference to the same measure, another commissioner of the people 
found it [word indistinct] that the famoug operation [word indistinct] 

to quote him was the [word indistinct] of the (Badope) governor alone (?and 
he stated) this in regrettable terms which cause dishonor to the legisla- 
tive council. Our parlimentarians should (?not use language which does not 
befit statesmen), 


[Sentence indistinct] A year ago, during the very first interpellations, 

a well known commissioner of the people who got carried away in a speech said 
that the [words indistinct] (meaning Zaire) was badly managed. I did not 
hesitate during the (7?last executive meeting to ask him) to help me find 

all the rule of good management [sentence indistinct]. This weans that 
there is often a margin between one's words and one's actions. 


On the other hand we have also discovered cases of felony and serious in- 
discretion and, I think, of [word indistinct]. In fact certain commission- 
ers of the people have quickly forgotten that it is owing to the Popular 
Movement of the Revolution that they entered the legislative council. It 
is this movement which bas created all the conditions for reinforcing demo- 
cracy. (?Instead of using it to serve cthers) they rather try to use it to 
serve their own interests. To achieve this end they bave used all kinds of 
methods including making a pact with the devil. [sentence indistinct] 

And now we learn that the entire minutes of that meeting were given to a 
certain Mr B...living in Belgium, by certain popularly elected people 
[commissioners]. 





All things said and done, one need fear that this organ of the Popular Move- 
ment of the Revolution will slowly be gnawed by the virus of subversion. 

But after deep thought I realise that there is more fear than evil [word 
indistinct] from our commissioners of the people who are real revolutionaries. 
This is why I found it unmecessary to deal excessively with these unfortunate 
and isolated cases. 


Another danger resides in the conception certain popularly elected people 
have of our constitutional system. Ours is neither a (?parliamentary re- 
gime) nor an assembly regime. The executive council in Zaire must answer 

for its acts before the head of state (?who is recognized) 2s the head of the 
executive and is responsible for all his actions. 


The conclusions of the |words indistinct] are directed at me. The state 
commissioners who are responsible before the chairman of the (?7MPF) 

[Popular Movement of the Revolution] pervert the aims of the interpellations 
for example without [words indistinct] the head of state. (71 will not ac- 
cept) this accomplished fact. therefore, henceforth, it will not be the 

same. I would like to know who is to be questioned, when and why. It is 
Simply a question of order and discipline to avoid falling into some sortof 
parliamentary anarchy. It is not the principle of interpellations that I 

am bringing into question but simply the procedure. Also until now the mana- 
gers of our state enterprises were (?questioned) and had to appear personally 
before a council. Henceforth only the titular state commissioners will 
answer for the actions of the organizations |words indistinct] is there is 
any inquiry. |sentence indistinct}. 


Thus you may have realised that although we are pleased with the work of the 
legislative council, on the whole many loopholes unfortunately stain its 
brilliant record. I therefore appeal to the high sense of [word indistinct] 


and responsibility of all the commissioners of the people to safeguard the 
image of the legislative council in all circumstances. 


Now I will deal with the executive council. Each time I talk about the 
executive I think of all the fundamental aspects pertaining to this fieid. 


-~First, to have competent, responsible and devoted men 

-~-Second, to elaborate a coherent and precise plan of action 

-~<Third, to define a rational method of work 

As concerns the men, you have all witnessed the deep restructuring which 


tcok place recently. Whenever I happen to change my [words indistinct] 
of the executive I think this does not always imply that the newcomers 
are more intelligent than the old ones, but I have always considered that 


any head. however! mpetent iié nay ve, becomes a good ror nothing person 
as soon as he lacks devotion and taith in his actions. 





I would like to deal with new men. A state commissioner cannot prostitute 
himself before just anyone. We is responsible to the president of the repub- 
lic, who alone can appreciate or disapprove of his action. Wo one else but 
me is responsible for the (?action) of my executive team. It is therefore 
ridiculous to seek sponsors by means other than accomplishing duties well. 

I would not like to hear, either, that state commissioners are basically 
blackmailed by certain sly people who claim to be relatives or friends of 

the president of the republic, whether they are Zairians or foreigners. 
Henceforth no commissioner of state can (?invent) a pretext to justify pos- 
sible neglect of responsibility. 


Concerning structures, you may have noticed a few important innovations: 
First, the creation of new secretariats of state for the departments of for- 
eign affairs, territorial management and finance. In fact we have learned 
from experience that both our bilateral relations and our relations with 
international organizations were not always dealt with very well. We are 
often accused of not using efficiently the credit given us by international 
Organizations. We are also accused of a certain lack of coordination between 
the various projects initiated by the departments and the whole of the action 
program of the executive council. 


To end this situation, I have given a secretary of state the special re- 
sponsibility of [words indistinct] following their every detail, the [word 
indistinct] of all the dossiers of cooperation between Zaire and her foreign 
partners. 


On the other hand, each department will retain in its program of action only 
the projects that have been retained beforehand by the general commisariat of 
plan in order to insure perfect coordination between all the projects de- 
fined within the framework of the Mobutu plan and those currently being 
implemented in each department. 


Concerning the secretariat of state for the budget created in the Ministry 
of Finance, its importance cannot be demonstrated. The budget policy is 
the cornerstone of the stabilization program we concluded with the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. The evolution of public expenditure as well as 
revenue must be [word indistinct] in a systematic and particularly atten- 
tive way. On public expenditure itself, the current procedure for the use 
of funds leaves much to be desired. Practically everyone knows when the 
funds are released, but no one knows exactly what is done with them. This 
is the crux of the problem of controlling the use of public funds. 


One often hides behinv: the necessity to dispose of operational funds for 

the organization of all corts of irregular manipulations of state funcs. 

Yet for example concerning office supplies or equipment for our public 
administration, we would not have had any problem if the services of the 
general stores, which function [word indistinct] of finance, had not fallen 
to a level as low as that which we know today. Similarly, if there is a 

lot of embezzlement of funds meant for public works in the departments today, 
it is mainly because everyone prefers to ignore the deparment of public works 
in favor of small complacent private firms. 
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This is why, in view of such disorder, I have decided that, in the absence 
of an accounting pool, a permanent team will be set up within the legislative 
council and will, in conjunction with the principal authorizing officer will 
be charged with, supervising the effective use of funds put at the disposal 
of state departments or public services. This teamcan sound the alarm 
anytime irregularities are detected. The services of general stores must 
henceforth be administered by the first commissioner of state. They will 

be exclusively responsible for providing the public administrations of 

all departments with equipment and will benefit, if necessary, from external 
means of payment through the Bank of Zaire for the purchase of offi.2 sup- 
plies and other equipment, which the private suppliers now offer to the 
State at unimaginable prices. 


I think that with these arrangements we will be able to see things more 
clearly in the future. Still with regard to structures, the administration 
of the territory henceforth comprises two state secretariats, one of which 
is in charge of political organization. With this formula I want to defin- 
itely solve the problem of the executive secretariat of the Popular Movement 
of the Revolution. 


You certainly remember that on 22 February 19/78, I set up the executive 
secretariat to help me supervise all the activities which, in every other 
State, are not dependent on the state but on parties. By doing so, it 

never occurred to me that that move would lead us into jurisdictional con- 
flicts, pernicious doctrines, clashes over precedence and [words indistinct]. 
Anyway, it is never too late to do better. 


I have therefore decided to suppress, simply and completely, the executive 
secretariat of the Popular Movement for the Revolution. All activities of 
the party will still be carried out in a spirit of unity of command by the 
administration for territorial and political organization and particularly 
by the secretary of state in charge of political organization. 


Therefore, the marriage between the officers in charge of territorial admin- 
istration as such and those in charge of party activities will prove har- 
monious. The meritorious officers of the former executive secretariat will 
be given functions at regional, subregional or zonal levels or even in other 
state public departments. 


We cannot talk of territorial administration without referring to the basic 
entities called zones. In order to supply our country with efficient and 
harmonious structures, we must solve the problem of our zones; a problem 
raised mostly after the elected officials assumed their duties since then, 
tie most anarchic situation has prevailed. 


Besides the fact that these elections allowed anybody to lead our urban 
zones, motions of censure and no-confidence have since multiplied and the 
sponsoring authority has often been forced to suspend various officials 





of these zones. All this has created an atmosphere of intrigue and unbear- 
able confusion in this difficult period of national recovery. 


Therefore it seems quite impossible, under the prevailing confusion and an- 
archy, to adequately administer the people, who, with complete sincerity, 
put their confidence in MPR officials, a uajority of whom have proved to 

be defaulting today. And we all know that it is from the basic communities, 
particularly the zones, that the developwent of the whole country should be 
organized. If we let this situation spzead, we run the risk of meeting with 
a bitter failure. This is the reason why I have asked the department of 
territorial administration to make a thorough and complete report on all 
necessary measures to be taken in that important sector. Moreover, con- 
cerning the rural zones, we will not consign the management of these enti- 
ties to the sole care of the zonal commissioners. We should not set up 
councils at the zone level. Tnerefore, the use of public funds, rural 
development, and the management of administrative officers will be carried 
out under the supervision of the zonal councils. 


Until the general elections, which are scheduled for 1982, the department 
of territorial administration will determine the criteria and other condi- 
tions for the designation of councilors for rural zones. The latter should 
by all means be represent2tive of all active forces of our rural zones. 


Citizens, militants, let me elaborate on another question that I consider of 
importance, that is, the administration of justice in our country. My de- 
sire to meet the profound aspiration of the people has brought me to revise 
the structure of the judiciary once more. This is why the latest change 
within the executive council brought about the reappearance of the depart- 
ment of justice. Therefore, article 95 and those following will have to be 
revised. 


This does not mean a simple return to the past, because one has to recognize 
that the reform of 28 December 1977 which instituted the judiciary council 
was not completely bad. But, as I said in my 25 November 197/ address of 
self-criticism, the Zairian people have great scorn for all that recalls 
insecurity, injustice and arbitrariness. The current structures of our 
judiciary are therefore meant to keep everybody at ease--the ordinary men 


as well as the public and court magistrates. 


On the other har<c., our magistrates should realize even more than in this dif- 
ficult period of national recovery they have the civic obligation to contri- 

bute in their specific sectors. (Cc nsequentiy, I will no longer tolerate 

all these complacent judgments by :shich the state or state organizat ons 

are sentenced to pay crazy and unimaginable sums for ali sorts of coliusions. 


In this respect, the disciplinary counciis of both the public ministry and j 

the magistrates headquarters should particularly observe this aspect of * 
z : i ) " 

the professional deontology of our magistrates. 





Revolutionary companions, political commissioners, people's commissioners, 
State commissioners, your excellencies, ambassadors and heads of diplomatic 
missions, citizens, activists: I shall now touch on other sectors of nation- 
al life. When speaking of the magistrature, I think naturally of other 
similar organizations which are in charge of people anc property, notably 

the state police force and the national documentation center. 


With regard to the state police force, the Zairian citizen no longer values 
the presence of the state policeman, which is indeed a pity. External ob- 
servers, for their part, continually make charges against our peace-keeping 
officers. They have been accused of all sorts of crimes such as the extor- 
tion of money from peaceful citizens and the torturing of peaceful citizens. 
But rest assured, a deep reform is being carried out within our state police 
force. But in order for this reform to be efficient and for it to succeed, 
it will be better for me not to give you all the details of this delicate 
work today. I therefore go on to the national documentation center. 


You will remember that until August 9, 1969, there was a national security 
service in our country. I judged that neither the name of the service nor 
the behavior of the policemen at that time were suitable for protecting the 
people they were expected to protect. That is why I created the national 
documentation center. My aim in creating it was not to institute some kind 
of meddlesome and cunning police force to harass the people unduly; it is 

an intelligence service such as exists in all organized countries--a service 
that can inform us at all times about internal and external events, the deep 
analysis of which should enable us to take decisions or precautions, all 

in the interest of the people. 


Today, anyone at all claims to belong to the CND [National Documentation 


Center] once he has motorola equipment. They search houses and keep un- 
authorized watch on pers ‘th day and night; in short, they want to 
show off. Besides, we are one of the rare countries where everyone knows 


the operational officials of the information services, whereas elsewhere 
they are unknown persons who see and hear everything without being in the 
least suspected. 


As concerns the searches or the house arrests, for example, the CND and 

the justice department will henceforth be given a mixed service composed of 
certain people with the exclusive power of conducting house visits or searches. 
These officials will carry out their duties without being information offi- 
cials. They will be known by the public as execution officials, and, apart 
from these officials, any others who attempt to execute task: will be imme- 
diately considered suspec.s and will be immediately denounces. 


We must create all the conditions fwr security in our country at all costs 
so that all who trust us may in fact find that Zaire is a country worth 
living in. This is what leads me to speak of the army. 
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On this subject I have never ceased to announce loudly that Zaire has an 
arsenal of troops capable of the best performancese In World War II our 
soldiers won numerous victories in the Middle East, Burma and elsewhere with 
their blood. 


Since our accession to independence, our country has been confronted with 

situations of internal confusion and external aggressions which all called 
for the intervention of our armed forces. Let me remind you of the seces- 
sions, rebellions and the two Shaba wars. Under all those circumstances, 

our soldiers, who were badly trained and commanded, were routed. 


But once they were given better training, we witnessed spectacular victories. 
That was the case in Kamanyola during Shaba I and even Shaba II. Yet the 
Zairian armed forces do not lack trained and competent officers. We have 
highly skilled specialists trained in the most famous academies of Europe 
and America; we have so many qualified staff officers, military admini- 
Strators, specialists and technicians in all fields in our armed forces. 

But, the truth is simply that all these officers seem to have lost their 
sense of military discipline and have indulged in the search for all sorts 
of amenities, such as commerce, nice cars, the bourgeois life. 


How can you understand the fact that it often appears impossible to get in 
touch with a general or higher officer, just because he is not at home-- 
and in such cases, I have to wait a long time before I reach him--when I 
am myself available at anytime, through my collaborators, despite my being 
the head of state. This is an unbearable carelessness that I have decided 
te stop, whatever the consequences. 


I have therefore decided to modify the military rules in order to reinforce 
discipline, especially for officers. I have, for instance, taken the 
foliocwing decision. The following army officers no longer have the right 

to leave their residence on working days without special authorization and 
according to a process that is currently bei.g prepared: all rank and 

file, namely from sergeanis to regimental sergeants major; junior officers, 
namely second lieutenants te captains; senior officers, that is from majors 

to colonels; general officer: from major generat to supreme commander of our 
armed fc rces--in short, all those who train and enroll our soldiers. Therefore 
I would like to come back to the soldier's life in the barracks. 


Under that system, I think I will put our army officers in constant touch 
with their troops, and I will be sure that at anytime, everybody could be 
mobilized for the defense of national security. 


We must wipe out the image of an army constantly taunted, and we are cap~ 
able of doing do. Let us only refer to the results achieved by foreign 
cooperation in tuat field. 


The reorganization of certain units of our armed forces through cooperation 
with Belgium, France and China is fully satisfactory. The proofs given 
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in that field are the results achieved by the new elements composing the 
3lst parachute brigade and the 2lst infantry brigade, and also the 
Kisangani commando units. All these achievements prove that the Zairian 
armed forces can rely on fine prospects. Yet I would not like that success 
and value of our future army to be solely the results of foreign coopera- 
tion. 


Citizens, militants, I will talk now about state corporations. The repub- 
lic’'s portfolio counts nearly 131 state corporations, 55 of which rely 100 
percent on the state budget. The financial contribution to these corpora- 
tions to the state budget is not yet substantial. Many of these corporations 
still face heavy management problems, and we have to solve then. 


On 6 January 1978, I set up administration boards, managerial committees as 
well as auditors in all public corporations in order to improve the manage- 
ment which formerly, was entrusted to the sole general delegate. Since 
then, the administration boards have been entrusted with large powers, and 
one would expect that things would then have gone better. Unfortunately, 

so far and in the light of the latest dismissials, I have noticed that there 
is still much room for improvement. 


Therefore, I called on all departments of the executive council to keep a 
stricter eye on the corporations they sponsor. Moreover, I am not think- 
ing of suppressing the administration boards, but their structures ought 

to be simplified. I have very often noticed that the chairman of the board 
and his general delegate did not generally get on well, and their conflicts 
had repercussions on the enterprise. Therefore, to put an end to these con- 
flicts, I have decided to nominate a managing director at all state corpor- 
ations, with the permanent audit of the management now being done by the 
managing director to be done by the administration board. 


Since I am talking about state corporations, I would like to say a word about 
the UNTZA [National Union of Workers of Zaire]. 1 am happy to notice that 
despite some shortcomings inherent in all human organizations, the ruling 
officers of the UNTZA and the ANEZA are making real efforts, the first to 
train our workers and eecond to defend the legitimate interests of our 

young Zairian body of employers. Concerning UNTZA, for instance, the over- 
all difficult economic situation that we are now witnessing is well under- 
stood and complied with vy our workers thanks to this training. On the other 
gide, the eccwomic activity in this decisive phase of recovery should more 
and more be done in an atmosphere of concerted effort between the public 
authority and the economy operators. To that end, the enterprises set in 
Zaire should more and more make their desires known so that all o: - deci- 
sions will correspond as closely as possibie to the real life of our enter- 
prises. This is the reason why I have decided that, from now on, the 

ANEZA will be associated with the meetings of the committee on the economic 
situation. 
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We must also try especially to protect state property and that of other public 
organizations. What a sorrowful spectacle to see public buildings falling 
into ruins for lack of maintenance, state vehicles being used abusively, 


service equipment being used for other purposes without respecting the 
legal procedure. 


From now on, I would like the department of public works to establish a pro- 
gram of gradual rehabilitation of all public buildings. Furthermore, no 
State organization can any longer put any public property or anything meant 
for public use to other purposes without the expressed accord of its mother 
department. The executive council should, under all circumstances, be 
informed so that we can save what still remains to be saved. 


Fellow companions of the revolution, political commissioners, people's 
commissioners, commissioners of state, your excellencies, ambassadors and 
heads of diplomatic missions, militants, ladies and gentlemen: I wild now 
like to tackle another very important chapter--agriculture and mines. I 

will not go back to talk about all that I have already said about the import- 
ance of agriculture in our country. I have been talking about it since 1968, 
and the plan wich bears my name devotes a great part of the agricultural 
program. Rather, my topic concerns one product that has generally attrac- 
ted both inside and outside the country: I am referring to coffee. 


Everybody agrees that Zaire is a great proa. er of coffee. Paradoxically, 
the losses we record at every coffee season are hardly believable. Ali 
kinds of reasons have been put forward to justify this situation; admin- 
istrative interference, too many taxes, failure of the market price systen, 
lack of state control, and what have you. in all this, there are some rea- 
sons that are valid and others that are not. But one thing is certain: the 
export of coffee has .nriched a lot of people and sometimes in a fraudulent 
manner. The state ~annot afford to lose the coffee market every year. That 
is why I have tak’m the following measures: 


l. The executive council should make a complete inventory of all coffee 
farms being harvested, identify their owners and determine their acreage 
s© as to evaluate their possible annual tonnage. 


2. All coffee meant for export should henceforth pass through the instal- 
lations of the LOZACAF [expansion unknown} so as to guarantee the necessary 
conditioning. 


3. Contracts which exp..icers enter into with foreign buyers will also be 
made by LOZACAF on behalf of the exporter: the latter, however, reserves 
the right to designate a better buyer of his choice to LOZACAl. 


4. To serve as an incentive to exporters, the Bank of Zaire will institute 
a special award to encourage exporters. Any exporter who benefits from 
‘hese awards can use it for his own need. 








But if we are taking all these good measures for the future, it would be 
unjust to leave unpunished all those wh) have depleted the public treasury 
in the past. I therefore give all exporters who have hitherto not repat- 
riated the foreign exchange earnings of the last two coffee seasons 1 month 
to do so through the Bank of Zaire. After this lapse of time, LOZACAF will 
be authorized to seize all exportable produce belonging to these defaulters 
and take 50 (?percent) of the earnings in foreign exchange from the sales 
until the amount owed to the treasury is paid back. In case of any resist- 
ance or any fraudulent maneuvers the name of these defaulters will summar- 
ily be cancelled from the list of coffee buyers and exporters without pre- 
judice to an eventual legal action against these defaulters. 


In the same way more than 16 million Zaires are circulating with impuntiy 
in the hands of certain persons who obtained loans from LOZACAF. I also 
give them 1 month to agree with LOZACAF on the mode of refunding these huge 
amounts of money. 


Ladies and gentlement, militants, Zaire does not produce coffee only. We 
have tea, cinchona, pawpaw, cocoa and rubber, to mention only a few products. 
The department of agriculture should immediately draw up new conditions for 
exporting all these products to insure effective state control and also to 
promote the mutual interest of the farmer and the exporter. 


We have often made the mistake of favoring the importer to the detriment 
of the exporter. Every facility is given to the importer to import while 
the exporter is subjected to all sorts of restrictions in his work. 


Henceforth the mechanism must be the inverse--first the exporter and import- 
er will be on the second level. 


But coming back a little to the p oduction of foodstuffs. Unfortunately, 

{ must say with much concern that up till today our country has faced 
shortages of basic foodstuffs such as rice, corn, sugar and meat. B68ut the 
reassuring thing for as is that for certain products like rice and corn the 
problem resides more in the evacuation of these products from rural areas 
than in the quantities available. Our national rice program, which bene- 
fits from Chinese cooperation and peasant production, and the natonal maize 
program, which also benefits from the expertise of American technical assist- 
ants, can certainly create the abundance we are seeking. 


The revival of the existing sugar factories, Kwilu Ngongo and Kiliba. and 
the forthcoming vorking of he new sugar factories at Lotokila, Mushie 
Pentane and Lubilash leave us room for auch hope. 


In addition, the livestock development program in Kibali Ituri that we 
implemented with the afd of the World Bank and France will enable our 
country to meet, littie by littie, its capacity for raising 40 miilion head 3 


of livestock, although it has only about 1 aillion at present. It will also 
enable it to make a lot of progress in this progran. 








Those of you who follow events carefully will notice that each time I talk 
about agriculture, that is, ever since 1968, I have always tried to set the 
example. First there was the presidential plantation of Nsele which I ay- 
self created. Everyone remembers the considerable contributionof Nsele to 
the growth and food balance of the Kinese. This was at the beginning, be- 
fore it fell to zero, as is common with all state public services, which are 
often drowned by the officialdamof leaders and officials as well as un- 
productive administrative paperwork. But since 1977, when I entrusted the 
agro-industrial fieid to a private group, the situation has taken a specta- 
cular turn. Everyone is aware of this when they visit our foodstuffs mar- 
kets. This is why I was encouraged by this experience, which constitutes 

a real success, to launch a big agro-industrial project similar to the 
Nsele one at Kilobebe and Kisanga during my stay in Lubumbashi from June 

to December last year. 


Today, at this very moment, the Lushis are experiencing an overabundance 
of fow s and eggs. Tomorrow there will be vegetables of all sorts, milk, 
meat--in short, the stomach will be independent. 


Also, through the inspiration of the great experience of my counterpart and 
friend, Ivorian President Houphouet-Boigny, I have launched a vast agro- 
industrial program at Gbadolite which will enable Zaire to beat agricultural 
records: i50 hectares of coconut trees, 100 hectares of mango trees, 

100 hectares of avocado trees and 500 hectares of pineapples. We are re- 
solved to move from the stage of consumers by /aunching an offensive that 
will make us exporters of ali thee~ products. It will be the pride ot! 

Zaire in days ahead--and I mean iiire and not the founding president. 

Here I would like you to know once and for all that the various agricul- 
tural projects that I have enumerated--Nsele, Kisanga, Kilobelobe, Gbadolite-- 
are not for the founding president for his personal profit. I am mereiy 

the initiator and the one who keeps them going because | want to practise 
what I preach. 


l have a sum of money which the people put at my disposal through the bud- 
getary law adopted by the legislative council, and it is notably in these 
great projects that I invest this money. Also, the profits we will make 
from (hese agro-industrial projects will help us to promote the social 

work of the Mama Mobutu foundation and to extend the same experience to 

the four corners of the republic. I say and stress this in order to shield 
all Zairians from all the malevolent remarks often made about the projects 
which are initiated and kept going by the founding president. 


From agriculture | come to the mining sector. In reterence to the Zairlan 
subscil, a well-known specialist has said that Zaire is a geological 
scandal, but looking at tse coniitions for the marketing of our mining 
products we are faced rather with a trade scandal. 


As far as copper, tin, diamonds and cassiterite are concerned, their sale 
is still a mystery to us. As for us, we want to be correct with ail the 





partners with whom we are working in this field, but we also want to under- 
stand clearly how things have been going on. We are often blamed for not 
drawing enoOugh benefit from our immense natural resources in order to solve 
our balance of payments problems. The people blaming us are right and ve 
therefore wish to put a final stop to this situation. You will remember 
that, in accordance with the aspirations of the Zairian people, the legis- 
lative council once adopted a resolution asking that the sale of all our 
mining products be entrusted to SOZACOM [Zairian Ores Marketing Company] 
a&ione. This resolution was addressed directly to me to be transmitted to 
the executive council for immediate implementation. That is why I have 
now decided that within a month at the latest, SOZACOM should organize a 
great roundtable conference to be attended in turn by our various partners 
engaged in the sale of our mining products such as copper, tin, cassiterite 
and diamonds. Together, we will define new conditions for sales more ac- 
ceptable and profitable to the Republic of Zaire. 


l have also decided that the department of transport and communictions 
should immediately summon a roundtable conference to discuss new conditions 
of cooperation between the Zairian shipping company and the Belgian shipping 
line. In fact, as I have said continuously, in order to be durable, cooper- 
ation must be based on good contacts. All one-sided conventions finally 
create a feeling of frustration on the part of the contracting party who 
finds himself at a disadvantage. And, in one way or another, an end is 
always put to such contracts. 


Fellow companions of the revolution, political commissioners, people's 
commissioners, state commissioners, your excellencies the ambassadors and 


heads of diplomatic missions, fellow citizens and militants: i will now 
turn to a no less important topic, which concerns our youth. Youth comprise 
more than 50 percent of our population and we are being increasingly con- 


fronted by the problem of their future. As far as the youth in our educa- 
tional institutions are concerned, tuition and training constitute the 


main problems. Unfortunately, (?most) Zairian parents have adopted the 
poor mentality which consists in believing that every child gust necessar- 
lly go to a university. As tar as the public authorities are concerned, 
this tendency leads us to neglect the establishment of handicraft and 
technical schcols Moreover, one is ftrightened by the im’ ressive number ol 
young Zairians who are abandoned to themseives at the end of their high 
school studies because conditions do not permit them to go to a university 
or other institutions of higher learning. in order to put an end to these 
contradictions, | think we should put a iimit to our various courses of 
education. This will ineure that at the end of his 6 years of primary edu- 
cation. tor exampie, the voung cairian wil e ugeeful in one way or another. 
Similariy, at the end of hie high echool studies, all students who cannot 

go to a university or other institutions of high learning must also be turned 
to some use in the interest of the nation. 


a 





That is why I have decided to set up a national commission responsible for 
the reform of primary and high school education. This commi««fca vill be 
like the one in charge of the reform of the Zairian civil @. It will 
gather all the necessary data and present to me its conclusions concerning 
the proposed reform by the end of the current school year, that is at the 
end of June. 


(Few words indistinct] will assume all its responsibilities and take the 
Hecessary measures. As far as h‘*her education is con ernec, the great re- 
form introduced concerned the c tion of the National University of Zaire, 
which comprises not only the old Catholic, Protestant end official univer- 
sities but also all the higher institutions of technical education and 
teacher training. 


Aithough on the whole, the philosorhy of the reform was a good one, tome 
people quickly became iunnecessarily confused and awkward manvgeoent by the 
vice chancellor's department sometimes paralyzed many thingy. in short, 
Wish to announce to you that | have decided to unburden the structures of 
the UNAZA [National University of Zaire]. Henceforth, the National Univers- 
ity of Zatre wiil comprise only the Kinshasa, Lubumbashi and Kisiangani canm- 
puses with only one vice chancellor. The higher technical ine’ itutions will 
be regrouped under a general council for technical institutions. The high- 
er teacher: training institutions will be administered by a general councti 
tor teacher training institutions. The three sectors will function inde- 
pendently. Thus, the vice chancellor of the National University of Zaire 
ind the presidents of the general counciis for technical and teacher train- 
ing institutions will discuss the problems concerning the functioning of 
their respective sectors with the department of higher education and sci- 
entific research. Later, | will deal with the other more specific aspects 
tf wniversity and higher education which concern the training of our stu- 


ients who ATe «cit tuture cadres. 


im thi task of education, we d it rely solely on the university and the 
er inetitutions t higher lea Tig. io be sure, caire is a4 nonreligious 
virtue f ite constituti , but this secularity only eans that 
there ; tate reiigion on oul mtry.

to it any Longe! in certain ircies, we re witneseing the ireiess ré 

me people to startling stements such as “my dea ohn,” “my 
lear Albert.” “ry dear little La ,_ or “my ear Yvonne.” ihnis is 
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irresponsible: In the Popular Movement of the Revolution, we are against 
all constraint. Instead of that, we advocate persuasion and education. I 
very much hope that everybody will henceforth understand the soundness 

of the choice we made 8 years ago in this regavd; I hope everybody will also 
understand that many foreign observers who criticized us at first have fin- 
ally agreed with us. In this same com.ection, the department of national 
orientation, arts and culture must make a real effort to insure that our 
television network, our cinema shows and our songs do not become a source 
of scandal and corruption for our youth. It is also the civic responsibil- 
ity of our artists to help us in this connection. The morality of a whole 
people is involved. 


Concerning our artists in particular, on close examination we find that -his 
category of our fellow citizens, who--thanks to their work--are taking a1: 
active part in our revolution, seems to have been ab. joned--left Ly them- 
selves as if they are condemned to create only for other people. Although 
their talents have been recognized, are here not many musicians, artists, 
sculptors, ceramists and writers who have been living only by their wits? 

To do them justice, those singers who are the defenders of the revolution 
cannot be simply ignored and considered to be good for nothing. I there- 
fore believe that it is high time we completely reorganized the structures 
of the SONECA [expansion unknowr! so that it may in future play an even more 
important role in the supervision of our artists and the promotion and de- 
fense of their rights. The state commissioner in charge of arts ad culture 
should submit to the executive council a detailed report on all aspects of 
the present situation of our artists as weil as on the appropriate reforms 
which should be made in this connection. On the other hand, the difficult 
time we are now experiencing as far as »ur economy is concerned should not 
necessarily make us lose .ace in all fields. 


I am thinkiug, for example, of sports, where, contrary to what exists in 
quite a few countries, it is the pcivate individuals who are the main 
activists and promoters. In our country, we want the state to take care 

of everything; this is not normal. Take football, the king of sports, as 
they say. Who does not recall that a few years back, Zaire iiterally caused 
all its opponents to tremble, in all the Ai-ican stadiums, due to its val.. t 
Leopards? Today, these redoubtable Leopards of yesterday resemble a few old 
cats. This situation must change. I don't want to dramatize anything, but 
I am certain that by organizing ourselves beiter, sports in our country can 
reemerge. I ask the state commissioner for sports and leisure specifically, 
to concentrate seriously on finding formulas which will bring private 
individuals to contribute. Over the long run, we must avoid losing all our 
best athletes who, in the absence of adequaie treatment by the state, will 
all wish to go abroad, some going so far as to adopt foreign nationalities. 


Citizens, militants, I cculd not let this occasion--which permits me to broad- 
ly ex.mine the situation in our country--go by without speaking of the Zair- 
aan woman. You all know that to what extent the Zairian mother is respected 
in our countr’’. But, if one thinks carefully, the integration of the Zairian 
woman into the popular Movement of the Revolution is still superficial. 
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Up until now, we often limited ourselves to having her participate e.ther in 
the political bureau, the legislative council, the executive council or in 
all other organs or sectors of the Yopular Movement of the Revolution. This 
Stage must be superseded. We must engage in an in-depth effort on all that 
affects women's affairs, both in the urban and rural environments. This 

is why I have decided that we will have a second permanent secretary involved 
with women's affairs, at the level of the political bureau, in addition to 
the permanent secretary in charge of the administration of the political 
bureau. This permanent secretary will be chosen from among the memhers of 
the political bureau. 


Thus, all those matters regarding the Zairian woman will be coordinated at 
this level, as well as the relations which Zaire maintains with the inter- 
national organizations dealing with women's affairs throughoat~- the world. 


Companions of the revolution, political commissioners, people's commission- 
ers, state commissioners, your excellencies the ambassadors and heads of 
diplomatic missions, citiznes, militants, I have talked about everything and 
everyone. But you will have noticed that I have said nothing about the 
Popular Movement of the Revolution, considered as the national party. I 
will explain to you why this is. I know very well that in certain circles, 
in particular abroad, as soon as my message of today was annouaced, all the 
conversations began to revolve around the possibility of creating a second 
party in Zaire, of instituting the principle of voluntary membership in the 
Popular Movement of the Revolution, or other such things. In human memory, 
never has a head of state been subjected to such pressures, in this regard, 
as in my case--pressures which I consider completely inadmissible. 


Through speculationand pressure of all kinds, some people thought they could 
persuade me to adopt the biparty or even multiparty system in Zaire. But 
alas, no! Three times no, it is categorical and without appeal. 


Our country has suffered for far too long. I say far too long and I am not 
exaggerating anything. Think about all these tribal wars, these secessions, 
the ethnic divisions and dissensions brought about notably by these unsuit- 
able multipartisan games. Do you remember the political parties and trade 
unions of the period from 1960 to 1965? How much blood was not shed, how 
many widows and widowers, orphans; I have nothing more to say about this 
period. You all know it too well! 


Peace and unity was painfully reconquered, you know that as weli. If the 
Popular Movement of the Revolution had not been created it would have been 
invented. It constitutes for us the only source of a new national conscience 
and the only ideal tramework for safeguarding the rediscovered unity. And 
when we sing in the national anthem: Zairian in a rediscovered peace, I 
would rather have liked the poet of the national anthem to have been more 
inspired by saying: Zairian in a rediscovered peace and unity. 


Our different tribes, our local peculiarities and our divergences of views 


find their solutions today, thanks to the unity of all within this monolithic 
gathering we call the Popular Movement of the Revolution. It is an 
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achievement on our part to have succeeded in creating within a national party 
all the conditions necessary for the exercise of democracy. Following, for 
example, the debates of our parliamentarians, we have nothing to envy from 
all those regimes which have adopted multiparty systems with a multitude of 
opposition parties. 


What others have painfully succeeied in achieving elsewhere, by passing 
through the opposition system, we have been able to achieve in Zaire through 
the unitary system. And considering everything, it is we whor are right. 
That is why I have never thought of making any reforms in this regard with- 
in the Popular Movement of the Revolution. To be sure, we have no funda- 
mental political problems to solve in Zaire. We are confronted only with 
economic and social problems. We have finally established peace, recon- 
ciled the tribes, acieved unity; we have created the necessary conditions for 
practising genuine democracy at home as well as the exercise of all the 
public freedoms. We must therefore avoid attempting to go back to a sort 

of politician's politics. Multipartyism, like all the other centrifugal 
tendencies of the sad period precediig our coming to power, never brought 
any solutions to our economic and social problems. 


Our only concern is to achieve by all means the objectives we have set our- 
selves in the great plan of economic recovery which will bring to our people 
welfare, a smile and the joy of living. And so long as I live there will 
never be a biparty, or multiparty system in Zaire. This should completely 
be clear to everybody. 


Fellow companions of the revolution, political commissioners, people's com- 
missioners, commissioners of state, your excellencies, ambassadors and heads 
of diplomatic missions, ladies and gentiemen and militants, I have just made 
a vast survey of the general situation in our country. To help you to re- 
tain the essential parts, I will summarize what I have said so far. 


Tackling some aspects of the crucial world problems of the moment, I pointed 
out the fact that, war is constantly on our doorsteps nowadays, especially 
when we consider the existence of all these disturbing situations going on 

in some parts of the world like Iran and Afghanistan. I called on the Iranian 
authorities to take on more humanitarian sentiments. I have condemned on 
your behalf, the military occupation of Afghanistan. 


Conerning problems in Africa today, I expressed the wish that this year would 
see Namibia, after Rhodesia, acceded to international sovereignty. 


Tackling the energy problem, I said that our country should draw up a good 
energy policy for itself so as to protect itself against the caprices of 
the oil market and draw the maximum benefit from its natural resources, 
both renewable and unrenewable.

Concerning the analysis of the internal situation of our country, organ by 
Organ and sector by sector, I observed that the special provisions solely 
meant for the founding president in article 110, paragraph 1 of the consti- 
tution, should be abolished for I would in no way give the impression that 

I am above the laws of my country. I however explained the necessity of main- 
taining a special constitutional provision on the relationship between the 
president of the republic, guarantor of the proper functioning of the organs 
of the Popular Movement of the Revolution, and the legislative council, 

more specifically that aspect which concerns the duration of the legisla- 
ture. 


As for the political bureau, I have decided that there will no longer be 
elections of political commissioners, the choice of members for this import- 
ant organs of the Popular Movement of the Revolution being left in the hands 
of the president of the Popular Movement of the Revolution and president of 
the republic. 


Regarding the legislative council, I consider that on the whole our parlia- 
ment, through its work, honors the ideals of the Popular Movement of the 
Revolution. Nevertheless, it appeared necessary to me to warn those elected 
by our people against certain dangerous sJips noted in the behavior of cer- 
tain of their colleagues and I have invited the members of the legisla- 
tive council to serve as an example and to cultivate a manner of speaking 
and a vocabulary worthy of men of state. 


As for the the executive council, 


--I made each commissioners of state «ware of his responsibilities so that 
henceforth all will behave truly as new men. 


--I explained the validity of the innovations which were brought about at 
the level of the executive council at the time of the changes which occurred 
18 January last, in particular the creation of new state secretariats for 
the departments of foreign affairs, territorial administration, and finance. 


--On the same occasion, I gave the reasons which led me to undertake, once 
more, a revision of the structures of our judicial apparatus. 


--I consider in this regard that the new structures will make everyone 
completely comfortable. 


With regard to the territories, 


--I spoke in particular of the administration of our zones, beth urban and 
rural. With regard to the urban zones, I denounced the climate of disorder 
which seems to be taking over and I asked the department of territorial 

administration to present me with a complete report on the revisions which 
appear necessary in this regard to put an end to this situation of anarchy. 
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With regard to the rural zones, 


--I decided that rural zone councils should be created immediately at this 
level; these would be rade up of the most representative individuals of these 
entities and would be responsible for supervising the commissioners of the 
rural zones prior to the general elections of 1982. 


~-I decided to eliminate the executive secretariat of the Popular Movement 
of the Revolution and I gave all the rissions previously performed by the 
former executive secretariat to the department of territorial administration. 


Taking up other sectors of the national life, 


--I spoke of our army, pointing out that even though our troops are good, 

the problem lies with supervision. And I promised to nodify the military 
regulations in the direction of reinforcing discipline. And I am very 
pleased with the reorganization which is actually in progress with the forma- 
tion of new brigades, thanks to the cooperation of France, China and Belgium. 


Regarding the gendarmerie, 

--I said that the reforms involving this sector are actually in progress. 
They aim at giving our gendarmerie an appearance which will inspire much 
more confidence in our militants. 

In connection with the national documentation center, 

--I deplored the exhibitionism [as received] of certain of its personnel 

and the abuses which they occasionally commit and @mnounced the new measures 


taken so that searches and residential visits are performed with the strict- 
est respect for the rights of the citizens. 


--I then took up the important subject of agriculture and mines. 

With respect to agriculture, 

-~I mentioned, in connection with food crops, the effort which is currently 
being made through the rice, sugar, corn and meat programs, to lift our 
country out of the chronic deficits which it has experienced in these areas. 


--I also spoke specially about coffee. 


--I decided that henceforth, the exports of this product will be undertaken 
solely by the Zairian coffee office, LOZACAF. 


--On the other hand, a special premium to encourage exporters will be in- 
stituted by the Bank of Zaire. 


--I gave a deadline of 1 month to all the exporters having failed to bring 
the foreign exchange from preceding coffee campaigns back in the country, 
to acquit themselves with our Central Bank. 
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--In che same way a similar deadline has been accorded to all the debtors 
of SC/ZACAF to enable them to come to terms with the latter on the settle- 
ment of their debts. 


In regard to the mining sector, 


--I have realized that the system of commercialization of our mining products 
leaves much: to be desired, therefore I have asked SOZACOM [Zairian Company 
for the Mining of Ores] to organize a round table conference within a month 
with all our partners to determine new conditions profitable for our country. 
The department of transport and communications should do the same for 
collaboration between the Zairian Marine Company and the Belgian Marine 
Company. 


Examining the way our state organizations function, 


--I have decided to generalize the formula of president-delegate general 
and at the same time I have ordered all the departments to reinforce 
their control on the management of organizations placed under then. 


--To allow for greater coordination between the government and the firms 

I have decided henceforth that the ANEZA [National Association of Zairian 
Enterprises] will be involved in the meetings of the committee on the eco- 
nomic situation. 


--On the other hand I was displeased with the dilapidated state of public 
buildings so I have ordered the department of public works to establish a 
program for the progressive rehabilitiation of these buildings. 


--I have henceforth decided that no public property or property destined for 
public use may be used for another purpose by a public organization without 
the consent of the titular department. 


Next we come to a no less important chapter which is youth: 
~~ 


--I laid emphasis mainly on the present state of the organization of our 
education. 


--I said that all our cycles of studies should be finalized and to this end 
I have created a commission for the reform of primary and secondary education. 


In regard to higher education, 


--I opted initially for simplification and clarification within the struc- 
tures of our national university 


--And I made a distinction between the national university and the higher 
institutions. 
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Concerning the Zairian woman, 


--I thought it was time to concern ourselves deeply to all the basic questions 
regarding her condition and I instituted, in the political bureau, a second 
permanent secretary who will deal with women's affairs.

If he is alone he cannot achieve 
anything, but with the support of his people he can achieve all. But we 
must prevent the efforts of the people from being destroyed by the lack of 
consciousness and the greed of certain civil servants. This is why I did 
not hesitate to operate on the part of the body which I think is the sick- 
est in our society, that is the civil servants. [words indistinct] It is a 
little like cancer. Once a part has been cured one must watch for meta- 
stasis. 


Fortunately, I soon realized that, in our country, the evil originated chief- 
ly in that feeling of impunity in which a great number of our cadres have 
often taken refuge, up until now. And for a long time, sanctions have not 
been used. This is why, in the Zairian society which we want to build now, 
it: is necessary that the good ones are more and more often rewarded and the 
bad ones severely punished. In doing so. we will have sound members at all 
level of our social body, instead of evil ones ignoring one another. 


We need a well-informed and credible political bureau, a vigilant and exemp- 
lary legislative council, a responsible and dynamic executive council, a re- 
assuring and equitable magistrateship efficient and profitable civil services, 
an intrepid and deterrent army, a rich and ~ourishing agriculture, a joyful 
and self-confident youth. It is under this condition alone 


--that we will honor our constitutional motto, that is: peace, justice, 
labor; 
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--..iat each one of us will be worthy of the revolutionary password of the 
Popular Movement of the Revolution: To serve and not serve oneself.
